AIX LA CHAPELLE, Prussia. June 


-0.—A striking speech on religion was 
delivered by Emperor William at the 
city hall here yesterday after his ar- 
rival from Berlin, accompanied by the 
Empress and the Crown Prince Fred- 
erick Wilhc-lm. 
After observing that 


the city was typical of the German 
Empire, Charlemagne, on whom Rome 
conferred the dignity 
of 
a 
Homan 


Caesar, having- rixed ihe seat of gov- 
ernment here, the Emperor said: 


"What, however, his powerful 
per- 


sonality was able 
to 
effect, namely, 


combining- the offices of a Roman em- 
peror with that of a. German king', was 
denied his successors, who striving to 
hold the world-wide imperium, forgot 
tile cause of Germany, so that little by 
little the German land and people de- 
cayed and the Roman empire of Ger- 
man nationality fell to nieces. N o w , 
however, another empire has come to 
life and its tasks art- different 
from 


those of ancient days. 
Conlined 
in 


their outward limits to the borders of 
their country, the Germans have set- 
tled down to the work which has fal- 
len upon 
them. 
In these days 
the 


young empire is strengthening itself 
and confidence in it is ever increasing-. 
The mighty German army constitutes 
the support of the peace of Europe, in 
conformity with the character of their 
race, the Germans 
have kept them- 


selves w i t h i n bounds, far outside the 
world concerned, in order to be svholly 
unfettered at 
home. 
Our tongue is 


passing the seas. 
Every thought of 


science is rir.st turned to account by 
us, to, be afterward adopted by other 
nations. 
This is the world-wide im- 


perium after which Germanic genius

GRANTS 
NEW 


TRIAL IN SUIT OF 


SCHUBERT. 


Superior Judge 
Greene 
yesterday 


grunted a ne\v trial in the case of Mrs. 
K. Schubert against the Bankers' Life 
Association, and Marguretha Weinert 
to recover .52000 alleged to be due on 
an insurance policy. 


The case has -attracted considerable 


attention in that it involves unusual 
points of law. Mrs. Schubert is the 
widow of the late Louis Schubert, an 
East Oakland 'blacksmith. Schubert, a 
fe\v years ago purchased a house and 
lot in East Oakland and later Seeded 
the property to his wife on the condi- 
tion that she should pay the interest 
on a mortgage on the property as he 
had become incapacitated 
for 
work 


and she was earning a small income 
as a dress-maker. 
.Later he insured 


his life in the Bankers' Life Associa- 
tion she being made the benetieiary 
with the understanding that they were 
to divide the payment of the dues. 
Then 
Schubert 
went back 
to 
St. 


Louis, saying that life with his wife 
was 
unbearable, and 
she promptly 


sued him for divorce on the ground of 
desertion. Schubert answered the suit 
alleging cruelty and in a cross-com- 
plaint he asked that she be compelled 
to reconvey to him the East Oakland 
property on the ground that she had 
forced him to make the deed. 


While this litigation was pending the 


wife sent him the insurance policy, lie 
refunded the dues she had paid on it 
and he dropped the suit for the prop- 
erty mentioned. Schubert then made 
his sister, Mns. Weinert the beneficiary 
and shortly afterward died. 


The widow sued the Association and 


Mrs. Weinert for the 
Sl'OOO insurance, 


alleging that the policy had been pro- 
cured by fraud, 
but 
Judge 
Greene 


ruled against her. While he and At- 
torneys Rode and Bergen were settling 
the bill of exceptions today, however, 
Judge Greene decided that an error 
might have been made in not sustain- 
ing Rode's objection to the policy be- 
ing introduced in evidence, since it had 
not been actually proved that the As- 
sociation had consented to the change 
of beneficiaries, as required by law. 
The new trial was then granted by 
consent.
